A condition, not a theory, confronts 
American users of dyestuffs who have been 
relying for an essential (whatever may have 
been its proportion in actual volume) por- 
tion of their supplies, on the products re- 
ceived from Germany toward the repara- 
tion of the damages done by that nation 
while at war.

It must be recalled, for one thing, that 
those who doubtless hope to succeed to the 
handling of reparation dyes in this country 
have stated that they could not supply them 
as cheaply as they had been delivered un- 
der the arrangement recently existing. 
This is perhaps only natural, in view of the 
difference in the manner in which the re- 
agencies are constituted and func- 
tion. A similar basis for varying costs 
exists in every branch of industry. But is 
it to be taken for granted that the hopeful 
agencies will be recognized by the Repara- 
tions Commission? If not, what then?

ably in development.. 

Ap yparently there is little, if any, hope for 
assistance from governmental sources, The 
official state (or disruption) of mind seems 
to have precipitated the reparation dyes 
debacle. Confusion of ideas in Federal law- 
making circles has practically sounded the 
knell of special protection. In so far as dyes 
are concerned, government and business 
seem to have come to a parting of the ways. 
The future of the American dye industry 1s 
Further strenuous construc- 
tive effort will be necessary for the work- 
ing out of the industry’s tomorrow. A les- 
son stands grim and clear in the experience 
of British dye makers, which points unmis- 
takably to the need for something more 
than simple business procedure of the old 
stvle, and a bigger need is for effectual con- 
tact of maker, distributor and user. It is not 
enough that American dyes be made; they 
must be sold, and that implies the existence 
of distributing organizations capable of meet- 
ing the well-built machinery of competition.

Fuel Oil’s Opportunity

WASHINGTON, 
Possibility of an epidemic 
find the drug trade without 
medicines and supplies is being urged by 
representatives of different branches of 
the trade as constituting a vital reason 
why drugs,medicines, druggists’ supplies 
and materials used by drug manufacturers 
should be given priority of shipment over 
the railroads of the country by order of 
the officials in charge of steps to reizeve 
the rail and coal strike situation. 

This matter has been taken up with 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner Aitchi- 
son and members of the presidential com- 
mittee dealing with the situation. Priority 
has been asked by A. Homer Smith, secre- 
tary of the American Drug Manufactur- 
ers’ Association; Eugene Brokmeyer, rep- 
resenting the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists, and Frank Blair, president 
of the Proprietary Association. To date 
these gentlemen have not succeeded in 
impressing officials with the importance Or 
giving priority to drugs, materials ana 
supplies, but they have been advised by 
Commissioner Aitchison that if drug ship- 
ments are held up in any particular in- 
stance, relief will be promptly forthcom- 
ing in the form of an order permitting 
individual or particular shipment. 


Shipments Refused 


The attention of officials has been called 
to the fact that the Pennsylvania and 
Wabash railroads at Baltimore recently 
refused shipments of medicines from 
Sharp & Dohme for transshipment via the 
Chesapeake & Ohio, Norfolk & Western 
and Louisville & Nashville railroads, on 
the ground that these carriers have es- 
tablished an embargo on all freight ex- 
cept coal, It is reported that steps are 
being taken to relieve this situation. In 
connection with the general question of 
priority of shipments it is stated that the 
priorities for fuel, food, feeds and per- 
ishables apply only on railroads whicn 
have freight embargoes. So far these are 
only the principal coal carrying roads of 
the country, which are named above. 

Representatives of the drug trade are 
especially desirous of avoiding conditions 
such as existed during the war. At tnat 
time Mr. Smith and others then handling 
drug problems in the big government war 
machine were unable to procure priority 
for shipments of drugs, medicines and the 
like, it is said, until after the surgeons 
general of the army and navy demanded 
such priority of the Railroad Administra- 
tion in order to meet emergencies con- 
nected with the treatment of sick and 
wounded soldiers in France. The lack of 
any general priority for medicines and 
the like during the war has been blamed 
for the shortage of supplies during the 
influenza epidemic and other emergency 
periods a few years ago, during which 
retail druggists were unable to fill pre- 
scriptions for the treatment of the sick. 

It is declared that a similar situation 
may again arise, if not in the immediate 
future, then within six months or a year. 
It is pointed out in that connection tnat 
the drug trade and industries are carried 
on in a sort of continuous or revolving 
process. Much time is required for get- 
ting and shipping drug materials to drug 
manufacturnig concerns, for their prepa- 
ration in the establishments of the latter, 
for the reshipment of the finished product 
to jobbing houses and retail druggists, and 
finally for the compounding and distribu- 
tion of ingredients in prescriptions re- 
quired by the sick. If shipment of drug 
manufacturers’ materials or of finished 
drugs or medicines should be held up for 
any considerable length of time, trade 
representatives say that thev cannot 
answer for the consequences. The effects 
of such a hold-up might not become ap- 
parent for a year, more or less. 


Public Health at Stake 


National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
said to be considerably in- 
terested in the priority question and is 
expected to take it up in the event of 
trouble in the jobbing trade, Trade repre- 
declare that drugs and medi- 
are just as essential, if not more so, 
food and fuel.

After more 
warm talk along these lines, Mr. Aitchi- 
remarked that it is a problem to get 
coal for railroad locomotives. He added 
that if medicine is put on the priority 
list everything else will want to get there. 
Mr. Brokmeyer pointed out that it would 
not be much use for hospitals to have 
food and coal if they do not have medi- 
cine. He thought that it was better to 
take steps to anticipate an emergceney 
than to attempt to meet it after it arises, 
as Mr. Aitchison suggested could be done. 
He said that if there was a failure to 
get drugs and medicine, the drug trade 
would inform the people why such condi- 
tions existed. The administration was 
ignoring the situation. On the other hand, 
Mr. Aitchison cited as an example of how 
promptly an emergency could be met that 
during the war when the surgeon general 
had complained of a lack of chlorine to 
purify water, shipments were attached to 
the next locomotive that went out.

Next Step Unknown 


The government does not know what to 
do, now that it has started, in the opin- 
ion of Dr. Parsons. But he believes that 
German interests know what to do, 
namely, to have the patents sold to the 
Chemical Foundation returned to their 
pre-war owners. 

“If the patents are returned to the 
Germans,” said Dr. Parsons, ‘“‘the result 
will be material addition to the cost of 
nitrogen fixation in this country on ac- 
count of the fact that German owners will 
exact heavy royalties for the use of the 
Haber process patents. Without these 
patents we would be in the hands of 
Germany again. She would do everything 
to stop nitrogen fixation in this country.” 

The suggestion is heard that Henry 
Ford might protest against return of 
former German patents to Germany, as it 
is said by experts he would have to use 
some of them covering the Haber proc- 
ess if he gets the Muscle Shoals proper- 
ties and would have to pay heavy royal- 
ties to fhe Germans. 

Dr. Parsons reports that most progress 
in nitrogen fixation is being made in 
France. The synthetic process is the 
thing, he declares, and power is a rela- 
tive small factor. Under such circum- 
stances he believes that Muscle Shoals 
has little or no bearing on the future of 
nitrogen fixation in this country, because 
he declares it can be carried on by the 
Haber or Claude process or modification 
thereof as well at Pittsburgh as at Muscle 
Shoals. England is building a big syn- 
thetic nitrogen fixation plant at Billing- 
ham, Dr. Parsons says. There the same 
process is used practically as that of the 
General Chemical Co. at Syracuse, he 
says.

Business is good for the season and 
the outlook for the fall is most encour- 
aging. This, in brief, covers the situa- 
tion in the paint industry. Some pro- 
ducers of paint materials said that their 
business last week was not very active, 
but in the main demand is well up to 
the season, and better than it was at 
this time last year. It must be remem- 
bered, when this cdmparison is made, 
that 1921 was by no means a dull year 
in this industry; in some lines, in fact, 
it was a record breaker. 

The active demand for mixed paints 
continues, and, as has been reported in 
this column, a number of makers of 
mixed paints have recently advanced 
their prices. In the main these ad- 
vances have amounted to from 10c. to 
l15c. a gallon One firm in explaining 
the advances that had been made said 
that the higher prices on linseed oil 
and turpentine were chiefly responsible, 
and coupled this explanation with the 
statement that it could foresee no like- 
lihood of any appreciable reduction in 
costs of production for some time at 
least. The largest producers in the lo- 
cal market have as yet announced no 
advances in mixed paint prices. There 
is undoubtedly, however, a very firm 
undertone to the mixed paint market, 
and some manufacturers who have not 
yet announced any advances admit 
that they are considering the matter. 

The first of last April linseed oil was 
79c. a gallon. It went up to 90c., and 
last week was quoted at 84c, Turpen- 
tine on the first of April was 86 cents. 
It went up to $1.40, and last week was 
quoted at $1.16. 

No advances were reported in paint 
materials during the period. Lead pig- 
ments were unchanged and dry colors 
held at the same price level. The only 
important change reported was a re- 
duction in the prices of American proc- 
ess zinc oxides. A cut of %c. a pound 
was made in commercial, lead free, and 
a full cent a pound was taken off the 
price of leaded grades of zinc oxide. 
No reduction was made in French 
process zinc oxides, which, in common 
with lithopone, are "directly affected by 
the advance in the price of spelter. 
While it was well known in the trade 
that leaded grades of zine oxide, which 
are not used by the tire and rubber in- 
dustries, were not moving so well as 
other grades, the decline in prices at 
the present time was something in the 
nature of a surprise. 

Makers of lithopone say that their 
production costs have been materially 
increased since present prices were 
named, and that there is no probability 
of any decline in this material, On 
the other hand, they say that an ad- 
vance would be reasonable, although 
orders are being accepted up to the end 
of the year. 

There seems to be no reason for ex- 
pecting any price changes in lead pig- 
ments at the present time, as producers 
say that they will not make any unless 
absolutely forced to do so by increased 
production costs. Makers of white lead 
have reason to be well satisfied with 
the business done in white lead in oil 
this season, and there is no indication 
of any let-up in demand. 

While increased costs of raw materi- 
als have forced some few price ad- 
vances in dry colors in the last few 
months, there have been more declines 
than advances in that market, and 
prices at the present time seem well 
established and likely to change but 
little in the immediate future. 

Leading members of the industry 
who have recently made extensive trips 
throughout the country are well pleased 
with the business outlook, although 
naturally everyone will feel better when 
there is an end to the coal and railroad 
strikes. Distributors in this section say 
that as yet the railroad strike has 
caused them little inconvenience, and 
conditions last week were not any 
worse than they were the week before. 
The movement of freight seems to have 
been less interfered with in the East 
than in the West.

Reports from the building industry 
continue most favorable, and the show- 
ing made during July will undoubtedly 
prove to be a good one. In most sec- 
tions it looks as if there would be no 
let-up in the activity in the building 
trades during the fall and early winter.

Business was not particularly active 
last week, although most producers 
reported it fair for this season of the 
year. In the leads there were no price 
changes made and business was much 
the same as that of the previous week. 
The most important change of the 
week was a reduction of prices in 
American process zine oxides. Leaded 
grades have not been moving well, 
and the leading producers cut the price 
a full cent on these grades. There was 
also a cut of Mec. a pound on commer- 
cially lead free. No reduction was 
made in prices of French process 
oxides. The fact that there has been 
a great advance in the price of spelter 
would have made a cut at this time 
out of the question in the American 
process grades had been moving as 
well as have the grades most used by 
the tire industry. .

The reaction across 
the water from the high point reached 
late in June has amounted thus far to 
more than 25s. per cwt., but there are 
some who would not be surprised to 
witness a further setback, owing to 
the increase in the arrivals in the 
English market from France and also 
from this country. In the primary 
markets of this country stocks showed 
a moderate increase early last week, 
but the gain was checked later in the 
period and supplies at the three lead- 
centres are still consid-

Despite the quietness of trade re- 
cently not a few in turpentine circles 
here and in the South continue to 
take a very cheerful view of the out- 
look for business during the fall and 
winter months. Construction work in 
many sections of the country is being 
vigorously pushed and the indications 
point to unusual activity during the 
remainder of the year, if not for a 
considerably longer period. This 
means, it is contended, that the con- 
sumption of turpentine in painting 
operations is likely to be liberal for 
some time to come, British buyers 
have held aloof from the markets of 
this country recently, but there are 
some who are of the opinion that con- 
sumers across the water will have to 
take hold again in the not distant 
future, as consumption in Europe is 
said to be increasing, while the French 
crop was reported to be below normal. 

Buyers of rosin have not been dis- 
posed to change their attitude and much 
of the demand has been limited to 
moderate quantities. The call for such 
jots, however, has been satisfactory 
and not a few in the trade here are 
inclined to take a hopeful view of the 
situation. Consumers are believed to 
be carrying unusually light 
in many cases and the position of deal- 
ers in many sections of the country 
is supposed to be similar so that any 
change in the character of the buying, 
it is believed, is likely to be in the 
nature of improvement. 

Export business has been disappoint- 
ing in recent weeks but the outlook for 
foreign trade is considered encourag- 
ing by some. According to reports 
from abroad trade is improving in some 
lines in which considerable rosin is 
consumed while supplies among foreign 
buyers are believed to be= small. 
Mediterranean and South American 
countries are supposed to be in need of 
American rosin and so are consumers 
and dealers in Canada. Moreover some 
would not be surprised to receive 
orders from Germany despite the un- 
favorable character of advices latterly 
received in regard to political and 
financial conditions in that country. 


Turpentine 


The local market tur turpentine was 
a rather small affair last week. Con- 
sumers and dealers were not inclined 
to purchase beyond their immediate or 
nearby requirements and the trading 
was generally limited to moderate 
quantities. With prices abroad still in 
downward tendency the market here 
was easy and at the close on Friday 
$1.16 per gallon was the prevailing 
quotation. This showed a decline for 
the week of 3 cents per gallon 

But despite the quietness of trade 
and the downward drift of prices there 
was still a very noticeable disposition 
in local turpentine circles to take a 
favorable view of the outlook. There

For a time 
too much rain fell in the latter coun- 
try. The shipments of seed from India 
during the week ended July 29 were 
16,000 bushels to the United Kingdom 
and 32,000 to the Continent, a total of 
48,000 bushels. In the previous week 
the exports from that country were 
140,000 bushels. The shipments from 
Argentina last week were 1,784,000 
bushels, against 1,984,000 in the pre- 
vious week, and 2,433,000 last year; 
since January 1, 24,548,000 bushels 
against 32,376,000 in the same time last 
year. 

Linseed oil was weak and unsettled 
early in the week, owing to depression 
in the seed markets, favorable weather 
and crop reports and sharp competi- 
tion among crushers. Late in the 
week, however, the market became 
firmer, owing to a rally in seed prices 
and lessened pressure to sell. Cake 
and meal were steady.

day of the monthly government report 
on the condition of the cotton crop. 
The report was bullish, stating the 
condition at only 70.8 per cent., where- 
there was a very general impres- 
that the figures would be some- 
where between 73 and 75 per cent. The 
report was without permanent effect 
on cottonseed vil, prices rising and 
then falling back. Lint cotton, how- 
ever, advanced violently, though t 
subsequently reacted sharply. Cotton- 
seed, crude oil and meal were weaker. 
The total transactions in refined cot- 
tonseed oil futures on the New York 
Produce Exchange for five business 
days were 76,200 barrels, against 64,500 
barrels for five days of the previous 
week and 65,600 barrels two weeks ago. 
Prices showed some irregularity, but 
in the main the d.ift was downward 
on general selling, due to favorable 
weather and crop news from most 
parts of the South and bearish devel- 
opments in the lard and hog markets. 
Lint cotton in the local market 
moved within a range of about 175 
to 200 points, closing at 21.22c. for 
October, 21.26c. for December and 
21.15c. for January. These prices 
showed a net decline for the week of 
about 75 cents to $1.25 per bale.

The cottonseed products market is somewhat 
upset by weakness as the new season ap- 
preaches, O'd crop seed and meal is practically 
exhausted, and prices for new crop stuff are 
considerably lower, although there is prac- 
tically none as yet on the market. The un- 
usual feature is that crop conditions, which 
are none the best, would seem to indicate a 
higher market. But while cotton has advanced, 
seed and products have gone cff, and oil, too, 
is weak. There is no price as yet on new crop 
oil, but old crude is down to around 8c. No 
new prices on hulls or linters; these continue 
to hold their own in what little trading there 
is. Current quctations in this market:—Cot- 
tonseed, car lots, Georgia common points, ton, 
$32 to $33; wagon lots at the mills, ton, $28 to 
$30.

Cottonseed Oil 


The general trend of refined cotton- 
seed oil futures was again downward 
last week and at one time prices on 
the active months were 25c, to 39c. 
lower as compared with the final quo- 
tations of the previous Saturday. 
Weakness at times in lard and hogs, 
favorable weather and crop reports 
from many parts of the cotton belt 
and a sharp reaction in cotton follow- 
ing a violent rise in the monthly gov- 
ernment report on the condition of the 
cotton crop were the principal depress- 
ing factors. The monthly government 
cotton crop report, though bullish, was 
not taken very seriously in local cot- 
tonseed oil trade circles, many of 
the private reports previously issued 
showed an improvement in the condi- 
tion of the crop during July and also 
because of the fact that the weekly 
government reports issued during that 
month showed improvement in most 
sections of the belt Another criticism 
of the monthly government report was 
that it made the crop some 300,000 
bales larger than was _ indicated a 
month ago, while placing the condition 
lower than it was then and stating 
that 7.1 per cent. of the acreage had 
been abandoned. 

The weekly government 
sued last week, though in 
bullish, was in the 
bearish. It stated

crop was favorably affected by the 
weather of the past week, except that 
there was lack of moisture in the more 
western portions of the belt, and where 
it was too wet in a few central and 
eastern localities. Moderate rainfall 
was the rule from the Mississippi 
Valley eastward, but to the westward 
little or no rain fell. Temperatures 
were somewhat past normal in central 
and eastern districts and were un- 
usually high in the northwestern por- 
tion of the belt. 

The crop made favorable progress in 
North Carolina, except where it was 
too wet in parts of the coastal plains. 
In South Carolina the weather was 
generally favorable, although there 
was too much moisture in some cen- 
tral counties and plants were reported 
sappy with some _ shedding, but 
fruiting fairly well generally. In Geor- 
gia the crop made very good to ex- 
cellent progress and generally air 
advance was indicated in Alabama 
Progress was very good in northern 
and southern portions of Mississippi, 
but less favorable where rainfall was 
heavier in central pcrtions. The crop 
showed very good development in Lou- 
isiana and most of Arkansas, warm, 
dry weather being favorable in the 
latter state.

favorable in 
Oklahoma. Plants were 
shedding in the former state as a re- 
sult of warm, dry weather, although 
early planted continued in fair to good 
condition. Progress of the crop in 
Texas was poor to only fair. Progress 
and condition were fair in Oklahoma 
but rain was needed badly in western 
portions where wilting anda shedding 
were reported. Weevil was generally 
less active, particularly in western por- 
tions of the belt, although numerous 
in most sections and were doing con- 
siderable damage in many localities. 
Bolls were reported as opening rapidly 
in Southern Georgia and picking 
progressed favorably. Weather was 
very favorable for this work in the 
southern portion of Texas, 

Crude cottonseed oil was quiet in the 
South. Owing to the favorable char- 
acter of most of the crop news and 
also because of the weakness in refined 
oil here buyers were not inclined to 
meet the views of sellers as to prices, 
although quotations were in some cases 
14c. to 4c. below those named recently. 
Offerings were reported for August 
shipment from Texas at 8c. per 
pound, for September shipment at 7%c., 
and for October-November-December 
shipment at 6%c., f.o.b. Texas shipping 
point in sellers’ tank cars. Some in 
the local trade predict “five cent crude 
oil” in the Southwest. Stearin and 
tallow continued easy though no fur- 
ther shading of prices was reported. 

The weight of the hogs received at 
Chicago is still unusually heavy, the 
avecage weight of the arrivals during 
the week ended July 29 being 263 
pounds against 261 pounds during the 
week ended July 22, 258 pounds in the 
previous week, 243 pounds in the same 
week last year, and 245 pounds two 
years ago. The average weight of the 
hogs received at the six leading west- 
ern markets during the week ended 
July 29 was 245 pounds against 242 
pounds in the previous week, 241 pounds 
for the same week last year, and 235 
pounds for the corresponding week two 
years ago. The receipts of hogs at 
the leading Western markets for the 
week ended July 29 were 538,000 against 
422,000 in the same week last year.

Three hundred barrels of refined oil 
were delivered last week on August 
contracts. Thus far this month the 
tenders have amounted to 3,100 barrels. 
Some estimate the amount to be de- 
livered during the month at about 
6,000 to 7,000 barrels. Local traders 
sold the fall and winter months for 
short account. There was some sell- 
ing by commission houses on stop or- 
ders.

According to official and private re- 
ports weevil damage is increasing 
rapidly. Advices from some private 
sources in the Eastern States says that 
the damage from the pest is extremely 
heavy. Some in the local trade take 
the ground that owing to the weevil 
and the curtailed use of fertilizers the 
deterioration in the crop is likely to 
be marked from now on even with 
normal weather. Droughty conditions 
continued to prevail in the Southwest 
during the week. There was very 
little rain in either Texas or Okla- 
homa, while temperatures of 100 .o 
110 degrees were reported at many 
stations in both States. 

Although the trend of lard in the 
West was downward in the main, there 
were rallies at times. A somewhat bet- 
ter demand was noted for lard com- 
pound, and there were also reports cur- 
rent of some improvement in the in- 
quiry for refined oil. For the first time 
in a considerable period there was a 
decrease in the stock of lard at Chi- 
cago during the past month, the loss 
amounting to more than _ 5,000,000 
pounds. This brought the total supply 
there on July 31 down to 82,785,812 
pounds, against 106,157,512 pounds a 
year ago. 

The market, however, did not show 
much rallying power, and the feeling 
among many after the close was bear- 
ish. The course of prices in the near 
future, it is believe by some, will de- 
pend largely upon the weather over the 
cotton belt, the developments in crude 
oil and the trend of lard and cotton 
quotations.

Distillers Attack Methods 
Of Enforcing Volstead Act 


Meeting in Louisville, Ky., July 26, a 
number of leading distillers, ‘‘acting as 
bonded custodians of 95 per cent. of the 
pure medicinal whisky now in bond,” con- 
demned the hampering by arbitrary offi- 
cial action of the distribution of alcohol 
and waisky for legalized purposes. They 
appealed to the President and other 
administrative officials to compel pro- 
hibition officials “to desist from the exer- 
cise of purely discretionary adminstra- 
tion not consonant with the law,” in a 
resolution which, in other part, de- 
clared :- 

That it is distillers that 
every remedy available in law should be 
promptly invoked to bring the Federal Pro- 
hibition Commissioner and each and every one 
of his field subordinates into the coyrts of the 
land to compel their obedience to the principles 
of that law, which they have been commis- 
sioned to enforce. And in reaching this reso- 
lution,.and ,pursuing the purpose to the end, 
the distillers believe that they will do their 
duty both to the community of which they are 
a part and to the Government of the United 
States.

France. He told a representative of the 
Reporter last week that he had talked 
with business men from every country in 
Europe and went to some pains to ascer- 
tain their opinions of the business situa- 
tion. He says that almost unanimously 
they were pessimistic as to the outlook 
in Europe and optimistic when they ex- 
pressed opinions as to the outlook in 
America. He says that he found that 
many of them already had investments 
in this country, and that others were 
planning to make investments here. 

Mr. Marks says that the industrial 
situation in England is bad, but that the 
financial situation is improving steadily. 
“Englishmen are good financiers” said he. 
“They are also good winners and good 
losers. English business men make no 
complaints. They are going right ahead, 
and England will be the first European 
country to get back firmly on its feet 
again.” 

In Germany, he says, the situation is 
the reverse of that in England. as affairs 
financially are in a very bad way, al- 
though industrially Germany is getting in 
good shape. The German workman is 
working long hours for small pay, and 
Mr. Marks predicts that, unless prevented 
from doing so by the tariff, Germany will 
flood this country with cheap manufac- 
tured goods. 

“America is the only country in the 
world that is in good shape at the pres- 
ent time,” said he, “and the whole world 
realizes this. It is said that if we do not 
buy abroad the European countries can 
never pay us what they owe us, so we 
are placed between the two horns of a

dilemma. However, I think that it is 
more important to protect,out workmen 
from) the competition of cheap foreign 
labor than it is to hagten the payment 
of the money that is owing us. I be- 
lieve that we need the speedy passage of 
the tariff bill to insure our prospefity.” 

Mr. Marks is very much interested in 
daylight saving and one object of his 
trip was to bring about a better adjust- 
ment of the daylight saving regulations 
in Great Britain and this country. What 
is desired is that both countries go upon 
daylight saving schedules at the same 
time, and continue them for the same 
period. He had a conference with leading 
advocates of the plan in England, and 
was very sure that co-operation would 
be effected. He says that daylight saving 
is very popular in England and is 
definitely established there for all time. 

In reviewing the dry color business 
since his return, Mr. Marks says that 
he has discovered that June and July 
were much better months in 1922 than 
in 1921.

3usiness in the general list of oils, 
fats and greases continued on a very 
conservative scale last week. Some 
vegetable and animal products were in 
fair request, but as a rule purchasing 
was limited to moderate lots, and the 
aggregate movement of such quantities 
into consuming channels was gener- 
ally unimportant. 

Many buyers seemed disposed to hold 
aloof and await further developments 
in the industrial situation. The labor 
troubles in the coal fields and on the 
railroads of the country have retarded 
business recovery in some lines, while 
continued weakness in cottonseed and 
linseed oils was not without its effect 
upon the attitude of buyers of other 
oils. 

The market in general, however, was 
characterized by a steady tone and 
prices were well maintained as a rule. 
Production of some oils and fats has 
been curtailed for a considerable period 
and supplies among second hands seem 
to have been materially reduced in not 
a few instances. 

Among the vegetable oils China wood 
was firmer on spot owing to a shrink- 
age in supplies and also because of 
bullish reports in regard to conditions 
abroad. The tendency of prices in the 
primary market was upward and offer- 
ings for shipment were light. Then, 
too, some improvement was noted in 
the inquiry here, though there were no 
transactions of importance reported. 
Coconut oil was steady with a fair de- 
mand, Production on the Pacific Coast 
continues to be curtailed, while sup- 
plies of distressed oil among specula- 
tive holders appear to have been greatly 
reduced. The copra situation lacked 
new features, the market being steady 
with demand slow and offerings light. 

Corn oil was easy, with a fair de- 
mand noted early in the week, though 
later the market was quiet. A fair de- 
mand was noted for small lots of de- 
natured and edible olive oil, and the 
market remained steady on the basis 
of former quotations. Olive oil foots 
continued easy owing to competition in 
the absence of any demand of impor- 
tance. 

The palm oil situation lacked new 
features. The inquiry continued light, 
but supplies seemed to be limited, while 
the primary position was firm. -alm 
kernel oil was quiet and steady at re- 
cently prevailing prices. There were no 
new developments in peanut oil; owing 
to the weakness of cottonseed oil, buy- 
ers were disposed to hold aloof, and 
the market was easy, though no fur- 
ther shading of prices occurred. 

Soya bean oil was firm with a some- 
what better inquiry noted. The ten- 
dency of prices abroad is still said to 
be upward and supplies here are very 
small. Rapeseed oil was steady with a 
fair inquiry. Perilla oil is still very 
scarce and quotations are nominal. 
Sesame oil was in fair request and 
prices were maintained at former 
levels. 

Animal products were’ generally 
steady. Export business in lard was 
fairly active. Lard futures in the West 
were irregular. The weight of the hogs 
received at Western points continued 
heavy. Stocks of lard at Chicago, how- 
ever, showed a decrease for the past 
month of more than 5,000,000 pounds 
and total supplies there are more than 
20,000,000 pounds smaller than last 
year. Crude menhaden was a firm feat- 
ure of the list of! fish oils. Reports 
from the Pacific Coast in regard to 
whaling operations continued favor-

CHINA WOOD,—Spot oil was stead- 
ier owing to bullish advices from 
abroad in regard to supplies and 
prices.

Later in the week the 
market was quiet, and easy with buy- 
ers disposed to ask concessions, their 
views apparently being about 8c. for 
crude in tank, though no sales were 
reported at that figure.

_ The petroleum market last week con- 

tinued in search of a level at which it 
could stabilize, and further reductions 
occurred both in crude prices and in the 
quotations on refinery products. The 
cut in tank wagon prices of gasoline 
was extended until consumers in al- 
most every part of the country are 
getting their gasoline two cents a gal- 
lon cheaper than they were before the 
readjustment of the market began. 
This is a small reduction in proportion 
to the decline that has occurred in 
crude prices, but other things besides 
the price of crude receive considera- 
tion in the fixing of gasoline prices. 

In most markets sellers name their 
prices, but in the crude petroleum mar- 
ket, prices are fixed by buyers; and, 
having taken the stand that production 
must be checked, it might be expected 
that the price cutting will continue un- 
til a definite check has been put on 
production. There are many in the 
business, however, who are ready to 
predict that the present prices of crude 
will not hold long, and that advances 
will soon commence to be made. 

The readjustment that is now going 
on is the result of a move that was 
Started more than a year and a half 
ago. Conditions had forced a break in 
crude oil prices, and there was a feel- 
ing that they were too low. As a result 
of this a number of large companies 
made arrangements to load up with 
low priced crude. Early in 1921 there 
was a rush into the money market on 
the part of oil companies to raise new 
money with which to buy crude oil. At 
least half a billion dollars was secured, 
New tanks were put up and filled and 
then crude prices were advanced. The 
result was a very heavy paper profit 
on the oil in storage, and a rush to 
sink more wells, that resulted in a great 
increase in domestic production. For a 
long time the big companies were able 
to handle the situation. They contin- 
ued to pay the advanced prices for 
crude and to buy more steel tanks in 
which to store their surplus oil. Then 
demand failed to catch up with supply, 
and at last the position of the purchas- 
ing companies became untenable. 

In making its last cut in the price of 
crude the Standard Oil Co. of Califor- 
nia made the following statement:— 

As a consequence of the continued over- 
production of crude oil, the Standard Oil 
Company reduces its offered prices for all 
grades of crude oil at the well twenty-five 
(25) cents per barrel. The company also 
announces a temporary discontinuance of its 
practice of contracting for the purchase of 
crude oil. It will accept new production of 
crude oil on a daily run basis only, with the 
understanding that oil is taken from day to 
day as the company’s facilities will permit. 

The flood of overproduction in Southern 
California shows no present sign of abate- 
ment, but, on the contrary, will probably 
materially increase within the next sixty 
days. At great expense, the company is 
making every effort to provide additional 
storage for the surplus oil which it is now 
purchasing, but it will be a physical Im- 
possibility to provide the necessary facilities 
if production continues to increase at the 
present rate. 

The companies buying oil in the mid- 
continent fields found themselves in 
the same position as did the California 
company. Paper profits on accumulated 
stocks had to be forgotten. The decline 
which started the middle of July con- 
tinued last week, when another 25c. a 
barrel was taken off the prices of Okla- 
homa, Kansas, North Texas, Louisiana 
and Arkansas crudes. In some cases 
prices are now down to the low of last 
year, and some people think that all 
crude prices will have to go there be- 
fore there can be a rally. 

The most important happening in the 
market for petroleum products last 
week was a 2c. a gallon cut in tank 
wagon prices of gasoline in the East. 
This followed a similar reduction made 
in most sections of the West and 
South. No cut was made in kerosene 
prices when these reductions in gaso- 
line were announced. There is a differ- 
ence of opinion as to whether the cut in 
gasoline will stop where it is or con- 
tinues. At this time last year tank 
wagon prices were a little lower than 
they are today. 

As yet the reduction in crude prices 
has not had the slightest effect on 
domestic production. The cut came 
so late in the year that all producing 
companies had their prospect drilling 
so well under way that there was little 
chance to alter their plans. It must 
be remembered that many of the big 
companies have been active this year 
in their search for new production, 
and the government has been induced 
to open new lands to the drill. The 
production for the week of July 29 
reached the record figure of 1,500,150 
per day. This was an increase of 
1.650 barrels a day over the week De- 
fore, and the bringing in of a number 
of good new wells was reported during 





the period. Imports for the week 
totaled 2,647,361 barrels, a daily aver- 
age of 378.194 barrels, compared with 
2,436,584 barrels, a daily average of 
348,083 barrels for the previous week. 
These figures show that this country 
was called upon to take care of 1,878,- 
344 barrels of oil a day during the 
week, and, of course, the refineries are 
not consuming anything like that 
amount of oil at the present time, so 
stocks kept on piling up. 

The cut in oil prices came after the 
date of the middle of the year inven- 
tories, and one refinery company ex- 
pressed a thought that may be signifi- 
cant when in a letter to its customers 
it said: “If drilling is stopped at once, 
it may be that before the first of the 
new year surplus stocks will be re- 
duced to an extent warranting ad- 
vanced prices so that the annual 
January inventories may be on a better 


a Crude Oil 


There were further reductions in the 
price of crude last week. The price of 
Midcontinent oi] came down 25c. to 
$1.25 a barrel, the same cut was made 
in North Texas oils, bringing them 
down to $1.50, and all Louisiana and 
Arkansas oils, except Bellview and 
Caddo heavy, were also cut 25c. On 
Friday, Wyoming and Montana crudes 
were cut 20c. a barrel. 

Where the cutting is going to stop 
is a question. One view of the situa- 
tion was expressed by a well-known 
refiner, who said: “Prices must go 
down until drilling stops and nothing 
short of $1 Midcontinent and $2 Penn- 
sylvania oil will stop drilling.” On the 
other hand, others are predicting an 
early reaction. 

No headway has yet been made in 
reducing production. Some fields fell 
off a little for the last week reported 
on, but the total was an increase over 
the production of the week before. 

The estimated daily average gross 
production of the Midcontinent (light 
oil) field, including Oklahoma, Kansas, 
North Texas, Central Texas, North 
Louisiana and Arkansas for the week 
ended July 29 was 821,100 barrels, as 
compared with 822,300 barrels for the 
preceding week, a decrease of 1,200 
barrels. 

The estimated daily average gross 
production of the Gulf Coast (heavy 
oil) field was 104,800 barrels, as com- 
pared with 99,750 barrels for the pre- 
ceding week, an increase of 5,050 bar- 
rels. 

The combined daily average gross 
production of the Soutwest field was 
925,900 barrels, as compared with 922,- 
050 barrels for the preceding week, an 
increase of 3,850 barrels. 

Oklahoma-Kansas shows a daily 
average gross production of 497,650 
barrels, a decrease of 1,400 barrels; 
North Texas shows a decrease of 250 
barrels, Central Texas an increase of 
1,800 barrels, North Louisiana a de- 
crease of 900 barrels, and Arkansas a 
decrease of 450 barrels. In Oklahoma 
production of the Osage Nation is 
shown as 113,800 barrels, against 115,- 
000 barrels; and output of the Lyons- 
Quinn pool was 20,050 barrels, against 
19,600 barrels. The Mexia pool, Cen- 
tral Texas, is reported ag 66,000 bar- 
rels, against 64,750 barrels; Haynes- 
ville, North Louisiana, 54,850 barrels, 
against 55,700 barrels, and El Dorado, 
Arkansas, 31,200 barrels, against 31.650 
barrels. In the Gulf Coast field, West 
Columbia, is reported at 26,200 barrels, 
against 25,800 barrels, and Orange 
County, 16,800 barrels, against 16,500 
barrels. 

The estimated daily average gross 
production of the Wyoming and Mon- 
tana field was 79,250 barrels, as com- 
pared with 84,450 barrels for the pre- 
ceding week, a decrease of 5,200 bar- 
rels. 

It looks very much at the present 
time as if stocks of crude oil on hand 
at the end of the year would be larger 
than they are at the present time. 
Much, of course, depends upon the 
amount brought in from Mexico. So 
many conflicting stories are circulated 
about the condition of the Mexican 
wells that the industry does not know 
what to believe, but import figures are 
something that can not be gotten away 
from, and if the movement from Mex- 
ico does not fall off very materially 
there does not seem to be much chance 
of reducing stocks of crude oil in 
storage in this country during the 
present year.

Refined Products 


The price of gasoline was cut in the 
New York district last Friday. This 
about ended the first move towards 
bringing the price of gasoline in line 
with crude oil prices. There has 
been a general reduction of tank wagon 
prices of about two cents a gallon, 
which means that the cost to smal) 
consumers in this country has been 
reduced about 8 per cent, Of course 
an 8 per cent. reduction does not look 
large in proportion to the cut in crude 
oil prices, but it is a simple matter to 
reduce crude prices, and a difficult mat- 
ter to readjust prices on refinery prod- 
ucts. 

There was a further reduction of re- 
finery prices of gasolines and naphthas 
during the week, and an important 
move was made when on Friday after- 
noon a cut of 1%c. a gallon on the 
export prices of gasoline and a reduc- 
tion of 4c. a gallon on kerosene export 
prices was announced. This is the 
first reduction that has been announced 
in the New York export prices since 
the beginning of the decline. Exporters 
had been expecting that some atten- 
tion would be paid to the great drop 
in crudes, and had been holding back 
waiting for lower prices. It is expected 
that there will be an improved export 
demand as a result of the cut, as it is 
reported that exporters have com- 
menced to buy gasoline at the Western 
refineries. 

Consumption of gasoline has un- 
doubtedly been increased to an extent 
by the two-cent tank wagon cut, and 
the peak of the year’s consumption 
should been seen this month. The 
kerosene market was soft last week, 
and there was little export demand. 
This condition may improve since the 
cut in export prices, 

The coal strike is having a real in- 
fluence on the fuel oil market for the 
first time since it began. There was 
an active demand for fuel oil in the 
West last week, and many fuel con- 
sumers who never burned oil before 
are considering its use this winter. 
Fuel oil holds steady while other re- 
finery products are going down. 

Refiners are having a good deal of 
trouble because of the railroad situa- 
tion, and the movement of tank cars 
last week was more uncertain than 
any time since the strike began. Many 
tank cars are being laid up for re- 
pairs, but the industry has not as yet 
really suffered to any extent. 


Gasoline and Naphtha 


Gasoline prices continued to decline 
last week. It was the first time that 
the New York market had really felt 
the effect of lower priced crude oil. 
On Iast Friday there was a cut made 
of 2c. a gallon in the _ steel bar- 
rel price in New York city, and in 
the tank wagon price of the New York 
district. There was also a cut of 2c. 
made in the price of varnish makers’ 
and painters’ naphtha that brought 
the price down to 24c, a gallon. On 
the same day there was a cut of 1c. 
a gallon in the export prices of gaso- 
line. That brought navy gasoline bulk 
down to 18%c., 59 to 61 degrees, to 
19%c.; 63 to 65 degrees to 21'%c., and 
68 to 72 degrees to 24%c. The case 
price was reduced to 31.75c. 

This is the season when consump- 
tion of gasoline is heaviest, but since 
the cut in crude prices there has been 
a general disposition to buy as little 
gasoline as possible until prices has 
had a chance to come down. This was 
particularly true far as the export 
demand was concerned, and consider-

ditions. There does not seem to be 
any general belief that much is going 
to come out of Washington investiga- 
tions of gasoline conditions, but at 
the same time consumers think that 
there ig more apt to be a further 
reduction *;than an immediate ad- 
vance,..and are therefore not in- 
clined to buy any more than they have 
to. tefinery prices continued to de- 
cline last week and in the Chicago 
district new navy was offered under 
lie. With both crude prices and 
tank wagon prices coming down, re- 
finery prices can not be expected to 
hold, although refiners say that there 
is not much profit to them in gasoline 
at present prices. There has been a 
good demand for varnish makers’ and 
painters’ naphtha this summer and it 
keeps up well.

Kerosene 


There was no strength to the ker- 
osene market last week. Some re- 
finers reported a little better demand, 
but in the main the market was soft, 
and the dullness of the export demand 
brought about a drop of Me. a gallon 
in New York export prices before the 
end of the week. The new export quo- 
tations are:—Standard white, bulk, 
5Y¥4c.; barrels , 1114c.; cases, 165c.; 
water white, bulk, 644c.; barrels, 12'c.; 
cases, 16c. 

In spite of the weakness of the sit- 
uation in the kerosene market and the 
fact that this is not the time of the 
year when consumption is at its 
heaviest, as is the case with gasoline, 
there have not been the reductions 
made in tank-wagon prices of kerosene 
that there has been in the tank wag- 
on and service-station price of gas- 
oline. In a number of cases last week 
a cut of two cents was made in gas- 
oline, while no cut at all was made in 
the tank-wagon price of kerosene. The 
reluctance to reduce kerosene prices to 
domestic consumers is undoubtedly be- 
cause of the fact that distributors do 
not believe that such action would re- 
sult in any increase in consumption. 
With export business is another mat- 
ter. Exporters have been holding back 
ever since crude oil began to decline, 
and it was expected that a reduction 
here would stimulate demand. As the 
market stands today tank - wagon 
prices of kerosene are out of line with 
both refinery and export prices

Gas and Fuel Oils 


The reductions in crude prices have 
been largely in the light oils, and the 
heavy oils have not been cut to any 
extent. There has also been an ad- 
vance in the nominal price of oil and a 
radical advance in bunker oil prices at 
the Atlantic and Gulf ports. This is a 
reflection of the strength in the fuel 
oil situation that is largely a result of 
the long continued coal strike. For a 
time the coal strike affected the fuel oil 
market but slightly, but each day that 
it continues adds to the interest of 
fuel consumers in the oil market, and 
fuel oil last week was perhaps the 
strongest spot in the market for re- 
finery products. There was a good de- 
mand for Western fuel oil, and a steady 
market in the East, in spite of the 
fact that there has been no reduction 
of price as a result of the lower price 
of crude. The railroad situation is 
such that consumers near the Eastern 
refineries would rather pay a higher 
price for fuel oil delivered from them 
than to take the risk on delay in deliv- 
ery on oil bought farther from the point 
of consumption. 

Just how long the present conditions 
in this market are going to continue 
depends of course on how long the 
coal strike continues. Until there is 
some change in the situation it is to 
be expected that the demand will con- 
tinue to increase and that prices will 
hold firm. There has been a good deal 
of speculation in mid-continent fuel oil, 
and this has added to the temporary 
strength of the market. 


Gas oil has been dull for some time, 
and there was no change in the tone of 
the market during the period under 
review.

Lubricating Oils 


Lubricating prices did 
fluctuate much last week because 
there was not enough demand to en- 
courage it. Refiners and distributors 
are very anxious to move goods, and 
quoted prices are largely nominal, be- 
cause of the fact that concessions 
could undoubtedly be obtained for the 
right sort of business. This market 
was soft at the time the decline in 
crude prices began, and naturally the 
big break in crude has not helped the 
situation any, and the coal and rail- 
road strikes have decreased domestic 
consumption to some extent, and made 
domestic consumers unwilling to con- 
sider future requirements at _ this 
time. Exports are held back by the 
industrial and financial situation on 
the other side, and also by the belief 
that there will come a time when 
holders will be willing to make radical 
price concessions in order to move 
goods. 

There is of course a liberal con- 
sumption of automobile lubricants at 
the present time, but this business is 
hardly as good as it had been hoped 
that it would be.

Oil Waste Suggested 
To Combat Mosquitoes 


BOSTON, Aug. ‘2, 1922. 

The suburban city of Malden is expected 
to experiment with automobile crank-case 
drainings as a spray on places where 
mosquitoes breed. The scheme is pro- 
posed by Alderman Reed, who is in the 
garage and automobile business. He in- 
troduced an order at last night’s meeting 
of the board of aldermen, to direct the 
city’s board of health to collect the crank- 
case drainings from the garages of the 
city and experiment with the stuff as a 
mosquito preventive. 

Mr. Reed told the city fathers that the 
garage managers put the greasy stuff in 
barrels, which are emptied, as occasion 
may require, at some dump. Hence, he 
declared, there is a certainty of a suffi- 
cient supply for the experimental work, 
and it can be had for the cost of going 
around and emptying the barrels into 
which it has been put. Mayor Kimball of 
Malden is understood to favor the making 
of the experiment.

Standard ‘Oil in Bolivia 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 2, 1922. 

H. B. Kelly, head of an importing firm 
at Cochamba, Bolivia, who arrived here 
today by steamer, says that the Stand- 
ard Oi] Co. of New Jersey will shortly 
exploit the oil producing fields in Bolivia 
which, according to Mr. Kelly, promise 
great things. 

The visitor said that the Standard has 
bought out every oil company in Bolivia. 
The Standard, Mr. Kelly said, will pipe 
oil from the Bolivian fields to Buenos 
Aires. The cost of this line is estimated 
at $30,000,000. Mr. Kelly said it is im- 
practical to attempt to pipe crude to the 
Pacific Coast on account of the Andes. 
A line to the Pacfic would have to cross 
the Andes, 14,000 feet above sea level.

Venezuela Oil Concessions 
Sought by European Interests 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2, 1922. 
petroleum resources of Venezuela 
are attracting the attention of European 
interests, and the number of oil conces- 
sions and locations there is increasing 
rapidly, according to Secretary C. E. Mc- 
Guire of the United States section of the 
Inter-American High Commission. The 
only company now engaged in exploita- 
tion is controlled by American interests, 
he says, but British interests are quickly 
taking advantage of the encouraging pol- 
icy of the Venezuelan Government toward 
development of oil. Other companies have 
concessions, but are new in the field. 

“A good deal of attention has been 
drawn lately to the renewed interest on 
the part of European capitalists and in- 
dustrial leaders in the petroleum resources 
of Venezuela,” Dr. McGuire said. ‘“Sev- 
eral new British companies are known to 
be under way for exploitation of these 
resources.” 

Exports of 
caibo region, the chief producing region 
of Venezuela, reached a figure of 618,000 
barrels from January to May of this year, 
he stated. 

Dr. McGuire also spoke of the coal 
resources of Venezuela as being immense. 
These deposits are easily accessible and 
may come in handy for America if the 
local coal situation continues acute or 
becomes more so. If the United States 
must have foreign coal, he pointed out, 
it will be a lot easier and quicker to get 
it from Venezuela than to go to Europe 
for it.

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Petroleum Affairs Are Muddled 
In All Near Eastern Countries 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2, 1922. 
comment is available from official 
quarters here on the recent report from 
London that with the establishment of 
the independent kingdom of Irak in 
Mesopotamia, problems related to the sug- 
gested British mandate there will be rele- 
gated if not eliminated. Such statements 
are not thoroughly understood here, as 
the British mandate plans have been be- 
lieved all along to contemplate establish- 
ing the so-called “independent” State of 
Irak. It has’ been believed, however, that 
this would be more or less under British 
tutelage. If so, or if the British get a 
mandate over Mesopotamia, as it has 
been assumed since the war they would, 
it is not seen how mandate problems will 
be eliminated so far as this government 
is concerned, unless equality of oppor- 
tunity economically in connection with 
oil rights, ete, is guaranteed to the 
United States and its nationals. The im- 
pression has been that such guarantees 
would be forthcoming in due time and 
due form waenever the mandate became 
a fact. 

From Syria comes a suggestion of pos- 
sible new trouble relating to Mesopotam- 
ian oil. It is reported from there that if 
and when the Turkish nationalist forces 
shall have defeated the Greeks they will 
immediately start an offensive against 
Mosul, in the Mesopotamian oil fields. It 
is said that native chiefs have been 
secretly dickering with botao sides to see 
which will give the best terms when the 
anticipated trouble starts. 

According to Turkish nationalist offi- 
cials, it is reported from Aleppo, Syria, 
that the tussian Boviet Government 
offered the use of their Caucasus army 
against the Greeks in return for a con- 
trolling voice in Turkish nationalist for- 
eign policy and partnership in Turkish 
oil fields, but unless the Greek offensive 
assumes alarming proportions the Turks 
will probably not pay the suggested price 
for Soviet assistance. 

There seems no doubt that 
are considerable in connection with Rus- 
sian oil. From Constantinople it is re- 
ported that a large number of Americans 
are passing through en route to the Rus- 
sian oil regions. Taey are said to include 
representatives of a group of independent 
Texas oil interests. Francis A. Hueber, 
connected with such interests, is reported 
to have conferred recently at the Turkish 
capital with Dr. Grosskopff, described as 
an international oil expert. The latter has 
recently been at Baku and the former 
studying oil resources in Bessarabia, the 
Russian province turned over to Rou- 
mania at the close of the war. Mr. 
Hueber is quoted as saying that he hoped 
“to make an arrangement with the offi- 
cers of the Soviet trust holding conces- 
sions in the Baku fields for the admis- 
sion of American capital on an equitable 
basis.” 

Meanwhile foreign oil interests do not 
seem deterred from endeavoring to obtain 
valuable Russian oil properties by the 
fact that the United States Government 
and The Hague economic conference re- 
cently adopted policies under whica gov- 
ernments concerned are not supposed to 
support the claims of their respective 
nationals to Russian properties seized by 
the Soviet authorities from former own- 
ers. Russian authorities appear to be 
enticing foreign investors and speculators 
to enter into the concession hunting game 
in the hope of reaping rich rewards. 

teports received here indicate that oil 
companies have already made consider- 
able progress in negofiating for Russian 
concessions. Dutch and British groups of 
oil interests and a Franco-Belgian syn- 
dicate are referred to as having opened 
negotiations with Soviet concession 
mongers. It is also reported that Maxim 
Litvinov, head of the Russian delegation 
to The Hague conference, and Leonid 
Krassin, Soviet economic expert, are re- 
maining at The Hague for the special 
purpose of discussing concessions with 
various foreign interests.

Kansas City meeting was, perhaps, 
most important in the history 
of the refining and marketing industries 
in the mid-continent. As was pointed out 
in the conference two branches of 
the great oil world have always been 
“on a perpetual teter-board,” one not 
having great prosperity while the other 
was enjoying proper It has long 
been felt that some scheme might be 
worked out to equalize matters, and the 
local conference was the result of that 
feeling on the part of L. V. Nicholas 
president of the National Petroleum Mar- 
Assoc and George N. Moore 
of the refiners’ organization. 

Monday the refiners and jobbers dur- 
ing the forenoon met separately and dis- 
cussed the situation, and at 2 p. m. a 
joint conference was held. L. L. Marcell, 
of the White Eagle Oil & Refining Co., 
spoke first. He said that, regardless of 
the outcome, it was good for the jobbers 
and refiners to meet in friendly confer- 
ence D. W. Moffitt, of Cosden & Co., 
followed, saying the refiner and jobber 
are really partners, but that they do not 
recognize mutual interest. 

Then President Nicholas, 
bers, told the refiners that the jobbers 
were willing to give up a part of their 
margin when that margin was too wide 
a too wide margin, said he, not being a 
good thing for the jobbers—but he held 
that the refiners should not make the 
market open to every “fly-by-night” 
when they had a surplus of products. 
All the jobber sought. according to Mr. 
Nicholas, was a living margin, or com- 
mission, throughout toe year. He said 
the jobbers had no definite plan to offer, 
uit that they did believe some scheme 
might be worked out. 


Douglas Plan Discussed 


After that there was at least two hours 
of discussion, plain, hard facts. being 
brought out. Troubles of the jobpers 
were discussed freely and frankly, the 
refiners apparently being willing to meet 
their “partners” more than half way. 
Finally it was suggested that what is 
known as the Dot is margin plan might 
be acceptable for general adoption. That 
plan provides a sliding scale on which the 
jobbers might purchase gasoline and other 
stuff from the refiners, the scale being 
based on the price of crude, the cur- 
rent tank wagon market and freight. and 
moving on a fixed proportionate basis

Fuel oil continued its spectacular climb 
during the past week and reached $1.25 
a barrel, the highest price at which it 
has sold since early in 1921.

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ing off in inquiries. Large industrial 
plants were bidders as well as large gas 
companies. However, in the past few 
days the trading in this product has 
been light and a reaction has set in. It 
ig now quoted 95 cents to $1.05 a barrel; 

é reduced price for: crude has helped 
the reaction. 

Gas oil, which follows the movement of 
fuel oil, is also lower. It fell off one- 


quarter cent since the announcement of 
the cut in crude. It is now quoted at 
2% to 2% cents a gallon. The large gas 
companies which apptared in the market 
for this product a week ago have switched 
their intentions to fuel oil and have 
bought this product instead of gas oil.

Weakness in Spite 


Nothing seems to alarm the stock 
market these days, Strikes and for- 
eign financial conditions interest it but 
mildly. It has no ear for bear news, 
and seems to be looking forward to a 
better market this fall. There was 
not a great dea] of speculative sup- 
port given the market last week, but 
there was no aggressiveness shown by 
the bears and no manifest disposition 
to liquidate. It did not take a great 
amount of buying to send any stock up, 
and for a quiet market it was decidedly 
firm. There was good support given 
cer.iain non-speculative industrials, and 
some new highs for the year were 
recorded during the week. The cans 
were as strong as ever and both Amer- 
ican Can and Continental Can again 
made new highs for the year. 

Corn products showed decided 
strength and made a net advance for 
the week of 2% points, and recorded a 
new high for 1922. Mathieson Alkali 
was another issue that made a new 
high for the year, The excellent re- 
port of this company for the first six 
months of the year attracted the at- 
tention of investors. 

None of the issues quoted below 
showed any marked weakness during 
the period, and while there was no 
speculation in many of the _ issues, 
holders were not letting go, and there 
was but little liquidation going on.

the market.

mediate week under review. Almost 
every market division contains articles 
on which it is proposed to raise the 
duty materially. When it was proposed 
last week to dispose finally of the 
tariff this month, the news led to 
conservatism in spot offerings and a 
tendency toward withdrawal from the 
market in anticipation of a natural 
enhancement of spot values when the 
import costs shall have advanced 
under the higher duties. With less 
goods pressed for sale for this reason, 
the market showed greater firmness. 
The fact that later in the week the 
early voting on the bill was tempor- 
arily held up was of no effect on the 
firmer trend on spot. Sellers in many 
instances were content to withdraw 
from the market and stand aloof until 
further developments had taken place. 

As to the coal strike, manufacturers 
were reported feeling the effects of 
small coal shipments and decrease in 
reserves at the plants. While not of 
immediate market effect, the situation 
is serious and even though the strike 
be settled at once manufacturers would 
still be handicapped for some time to 
come. 

The rail unquestionably has 
been two-fold in effect. On one hand, 
some buyers have been inclined either 
to rush orders in anticipation of being 
unable to get deliveries at all; on the 
other, the uncertainties of freight 
movement and the priorities held by 
fuel and food has caused others to 
confine orders to necessities from 
which there was no escape. The fact 
that they were existing on supplies 
now in hand argued for a time when 
buying would expand in order to re- 
place depleted reserves of raw ma- 
terials. 

In this connection, the

CAFFEINE. Makers named the 
market at $3.75 per pound, which 
proved an almost it not quite nominal 
figure as the resale market was oOver- 
loaded with $3.50 per pound stuff that 
moved slowly. However, the prospect 
of tariff enactment served to keep 
makers solid in their front as the pro- 
posed duty would effectively put a stop 
to importations at prices prohibiting 
competition on the part of the pro- 
ducers in this country. Hence, the 
market might be called firm in one 
sense; so far as sales were concerned, 
it was weak. 

CANTHARIDES. — Russian 
continued to be offered at $3.60 to $4 
per pound, according to what was 
taken, whole goods or powder. It was 
also reported that offerings from abroad 
were larger and at somewhat more 
favorable prices. Chinese flies held 
unchanged at $1 to $1.25 per pound. 

CASTOR OIL. Domestic makers 
advanced to 13c. per pound for medi- 
cinal oil in barrels. In cases, the price 
was made l14c. For the No. 3 grade, 
barrels now come at 12'%4c. and cases 
at 13%c. per pound. As outlined here 
for some time back, the strong situa- 
tion had led the trade to anticipate a 
further advance; hence the achieve- 
ment of that development failed to 
cause comment. Raw material con- 
tinues strong and as demand is better 
than fair, a strong situation appears 
to be established for some time to 
come.

Raise Anti-Volstead Fund 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1, 1922. 


The prohibition unit of the Internal 

Revenue Bureau announces that Director 
Rutter of California reports to Commis- 
sioner Haynes that grape growers in that 
State, members of the Vineyards Products 
Association, are being assessed $1 per 
acre by the association, whose purposes, 
as announced by itself, are “to work for 
the repeal of the eighteenth amendment; 
to urge an amendment to the national 
prohibition act which will permit the 
manufacture of light wines for beverage 
purposes, and the sale and delivery 
thereof direct to the homes; and to op- 
pose intolerance.” 
_In addition to this fund, the associa- 
tion has levied an assessment of a cent 
a gallon on all wine in the hands of its 
members when they join the association, 
and on every gallon they shall make 
thereafter. The funds collected, it is said, 
are to be used to fight the Wright act, 
which makes the Volstead act a part of 
the law of California, providing that any 
changes in the Volstead act automatically 
become part of the Wright act.

Despite the fact that the chemical 
industry is undergoing a severe strain 
at the present time and that trading 
Was unusually quiet during the past 
week or ten days, there has been a dis- 
tinctly upward tendency in _ prices. 
This tendency has been remarked in 
many items, widely differentiated, and 
has not been confined to any particu- 
lar group or variety of material. Dif- 
ficulties on the railroads ,tariff re- 
versals and labor troubles have all 
added to the quota of destructive in- 
fluences working against a stable mar- 
ket tone. In the face of all the un- 
settlement trading has been along 
practically normal lines, and some 
items have even been more active than 
at the corresponding time last year. 
This buying has not been induced to 
any appreciable extent by fear of fail- 
ure of deliveries during the coming 
weeks, but has been the logical result 
of the gradually stabilizing condition 
of consuming trades. 

The export situation with regard to 
alkalies has not shown’ unusual 
strength. While there has been a 
steady outgo of shipments, there was 
hardly any fresh inquiry during the 
past week. It was evident that the 
needs of Europe had been largely taken 
care of for the time being, at least. 
Supplies of American caustic soda in 
Germapy and Scandinavia were re- 
ported to be extensive; all the ship- 
ments engaged in the spring have not 
yet been despatched, but it did not 
appear that much new business would 
be put through. 

To somewhat compensate for the de- 
cline in export of caustic soda there 
has been a marked revival of European 
interest in bichromates, both soda and 
potash, and shipments of these are 
now going forth. Some bleaching pow- 
der has also been exported to Scan- 
dinavia, where it appears there is a 
drastic need for many sorts of chemi- 
cals. The European output of bleach- 
ing powder was, according to mail ad- 
vices received here, falling below the 
needs of the Continent, hence the 
drawing on American supplies. That 
accounted for the abrupt cessation of 
bleaching powder importations during 
recent weeks. Blue vitriol has also 
come in for demand from abroad, and 
there has again been a serious inquiry 
on the part of European countries. It 
will be recalled that the spring trading 
with Europe reached a phenomenal 
height and that domestic producers 
were pushed to the outmost to take 
care of it. 

Among the minor changes of the 
week were advances in white arsenic, 
which was scarce; in bichromate of 
potash and soda; in soda prussiate; 
copper oxide, and tin crystals. Barium 
chloride was lower, as were soda ni- 
trate, potash caustic soda and soda

ALUM.—Ammonia lump was in bet- 
ter demand, and prices showed some 
variations. Some producers have been 
accepting business lately in lump on 
a basis of $3.25 per 100 pounds, while 
others have been asking $3.50. There 
is no imported ammonia alum, and as 
both factors claimed they were getting 
business, demand was good. Potash 
lump was abundant and with foreign 
material much cheaper than domestic, 
dealers were getting most of the busi- 
ness. Quotations were based on lump 
at $2.90 to $3 per 100 pounds. Am- 
monia chrome was quoted at 5l4c. to 
644c. per pound and potash at the 
same prices also. Neither was very 
active. Soda was 3c. to 4c. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—The mar- 
ket was active on contract withdraw- 
als, and prices were steady. Factors 
claimed that practically all the output 
was being taken up. Iron free was 


$2.25 to $2.50 per 10 0pounds, and com- 


mercial $1.50 to $1.75. There was little 
imported left on spot. Not quite iron 
free material has been quoted at $2. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—This was 
an active item. Light was particularly 
wanted and quotations were steady at 
17c. to 18c. per pound. Heavy was 
quoted 6c. to 64%c. 

AMMONIA AQUA.—A little better 
inquiry from the platers trade was 
noted, and the market was character- 
ized by a steadier tone. Quotations 
were 7c. to 7%4c. per pound for 26-de- 
gree. Other grades were unchanged; 
16-degree, 5c. to 5%c.; 18-degree, 544c. 
to 6c.; 20-degree, 6%c. to 7c. 

AMMONIAC SAL.—The market has 
lapsed into obscurity. Rough gray was 
not plentiful, but white granular of 
foreign origin was very abundant and 
prices were weak in tone, as dealers 
have not been able to move this goods 
with any facility. Quotations for it 
were from 6%c. to 6c. per pound. 
The domestic variety was 7c. to 7%4ce. 
Rough gray ranged 7%4c. to 84c. Lump 
was in quiet request and held steady 
at 15c. to 17c. 

ANTIMONY.—There 
change in the market. Conditions were 
extremely dull and there has been 
practically no demand of any sort for 
either needle powdered nor oxide. The 
oxide was quoted at 6%c. to 8c. per 
pound, and the needle powdered at 
4%c. to 6c. The chloride has been in 
routine demand at 1l4c. to 1l6c. 

ARSENIC.—White powdered main- 
tained the former strong position, and 
there were no sellers left under 8c. 
to 8%4c. per pound. Demand continued 
good, but was not so heavy as pre- 
viously noted. Supplies were short 
and it was too late to be able to make 
up the shortage by rushing goods to 
the market. Red was in more or less 
nominal position. Supplies were very 
small and quoted at 12\4c. to 13c. per 
pound, while there was little demand. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—Chloride was 
weaker on spot with imported available 
at $85 to $87 per ton. Domestic was 
quoted at $90 to $95 at works. Car- 
bonate was dead and the price was $60. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Producers 
continued to quote the market at $1.60 
per 100 pounds, in large drums, and 
reported a good demand considering 
the time of year. Imported material 
was scarce and quoted at $1.80 up- 
wards on spot. Little is being import- 
ed, due to the shortage abroad. On 
the other hand, some domestic produc- 
ers have been able to make shipments 
to Europe. So far this business has 
been small, but prospects were good. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Some 200 casks 
were imported last week, and it was 
understood that the entire lot had been 
disposed of at $5.90 per 100 pounds 
ex dock. Demand has continued heavy, 
but now that the main agricultural de- 
mand had been satisfied an easier con- 
dition prevailed. Factors thought that 
by the end of this week the situation 
would be normal. The general routine 
demand from electro platers and dyers 
has begun and there was every evi- 
dence that it would continue in excep- 
tional call for the balance of the year. 
Quotations were $6 to $6.25 per 100 
pounds for large crystals. 

CALCIUM ARSENATE.—The acute 
shortage which developed in the South 
has been relieved and the market has 
resumed a more normal tone. Quota- 
tions were llc. to 13c. per pound. 

CARBON BISULPHIDE.—The mar- 
ket has quieted down with the cessa- 
tion of the active inquiry from 
insecticide makers. Quotations re- 
mained steady at 6c. to 7c. per pound 
because there was not a great deal of 
material around, and production costs 
have augmented rather than otherwise 
during the past month. 

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.— 
Aside from the routine demand from 
Small consumers are market was quiet.

It seems that one effect of the rail- 
road strike will be to make farmers 
pay more for their fertilizers next 
spring. There is practically no sul- 
phate of ammonia being offered for 
sale in this country at the present time, 
and this is the direct result of the 
railroad situation. The steel industry 
has been hit hard; coke furnaces have 
been forced to shut down, and pro- 
ducers of sulphate of ammonia who 
have stocks on hand are holding the 
material to deliver on contracts already 
made. 

Distributors of sulphate say that it 
has not been the coal strike which has 
brought about the existing situation, 
as the industries which produce sul- 
phate as a by-product were getting all 
the coal they needed until the railroads 
became unable to haul it to them. 
Production of this important fertilizer 
material is certain to be greatly cur- 
tailed this year. Even if the strike 
should be ended at once, the plants 
which have closed down would not 
resume operations until they had been 
able to accumulate a reserve supply of 
coal, and this would take at least two 
months. 

The situation is becoming more seri- 
ous every day, and last week no one 
was making any effort to sell sulphate 
of ammonia. It is no longer possible 
to get anything for export in this mar- 
ket, and it now looks as if export busi- 
ness would have to be given up for 
this year, although there is a world- 
wide shortage of this material and 
under different circumstances a very 
heavy export business might have been 
done at a price level that would have 
meant good profits for American pro- 
ducers. 

The shortage of this material nat- 
urally adds to the strength of com- 
peting materials, particularly nitrate 
of soda. It was freely predicted earlier 
in the year that the Chilean producers’ 
syndicate would not be able to hold up 
the price this fall, but since there is 
such limited competition from sulphate 
of ammonia this sort of talk is no longer 
heard. It was largely the low price of 
sulphate of ammonia that held down 
the prices of other ammoniates last 
season, and with nothing like this now 
in prospect, prices of all sorts of nitro- 
gen fertilizers are advancing to a level 
which will naturally make mixed fer- 
tilizers more expensive this fall and 
next spring than they were last spring. 
There is no doubt that the amount of 
fertilizers used depends largely on what 
they cost, and, therefore, higher prices 
mean a decrease in their use and con- 
sequently a lessened yield from Ameri- 
can farms. 

There would have been a good de- 
mand for sulphate of ammonia last 
week had conditions been normal. A 
good business was done in many lines. 
In spite of high prices, brokers found 
little trouble in selling blood and tank- 
age when they could get any to offer. 
More interest was shown in nitrate of 
soda and the situation in the sulphate 
of ammonia market is holding this 
market firm. In recent years artificial 
nitrogenous products have cut deeply 
into the consumption of Chilean nitrate 
in this and all other countries. The 
industry has never recovered from the 
over-production stimulated by the 
wartime demand, and the amount of 
money owing by producers has pre- 
vented them from naming a price that 
might have helped in cleaning up the 
surplus. Last year sulphate of am- 
monia was so cheap that there was 
little money in the nitrate of soda 
business, but now importers are hop- 
ing for a good season without being 
forced to cut the price. Thus far the 
plan to make a slight advance every 
two weeks is being adhered to. While 
the call for nitrate has not yet become 
active, it is improving right along. 

A report of the Department of Com- 
merce on the nitrate position in Chile 
says:—“July exports of nitrates are in 
excess of those effected during the 
month of June, and the fact that sales 
of the nitrate association for future de- 
livery subsequent to June 30 now ap- 
proximate 500,000 tons presages in- 
creased exports during the coming 
months. A rumor is current to the ef- 
fect that Germany is negotiating for 
600,000 tons to supply a shortage re- 
sulting from their deficient production 
of synthetic nitrate.” 

Cottonseed meal was cheaper last 
week, but this fact did not interest the 
fertilizer trade to any extent. The new 
crop season in cotton began August 
1, and there will soon be plenty of new 
crop meal offering. This fact makes 
holders anxious to clean up their old 
stocks, and the consuming trade is 
looking for a lower market. 

Potashes continued dull because of 
the fact that consumers have already 


provided rather fully for their require- 
ments for the rest of the year. There 
was little improvement in the demand 
for acid phosphate, which has for a 
long time been a weak spot in the 
market. 

Encouraging interest was shown in 
the market last week. There were 
more inquiries than for some time 
past. The South showed more interest 
than for several months. One thing 
that can not be overlooked is that as 
a rule mixers have very little materials 
on hand. TheyYplanned to wind up 
the spring Season, with empty floors 
and bought so very’ conservatively 
that most of them were forced to buy 
from hand to mouth before the sea- 
son ended. At this time there woulda 
have been little loss on stocks carried 
over; in many lines there would be 
profits in stocks if they had been 
accumulated some time ago. 

“This is a very different condition of 
affairs from that existing when manu- 
facturers began to make up their goods 
for last season’s trade. At that time 
they had a whole lot of high priced 
material on hand, and they made their 
initial prices with a view to covering 
the costs on this old stuff. Before the 
season was very old they were forced 
to cut prices drastically, but some 
people take the view that the fact 
that there are no old stocks, bought at 
high prices, on hand will have a ten- 
dency to hold down prices of mixed 
fertilizers and may prevent as much 
an increase over last spring’s quota- 
tions as would seem justified by ad- 
vances which have occurred in the 
prices of so many fertilizer materials. 

August made a good start and the 
general opinion of the trade is that 
an excellent fall business is going to 


be done.

COTTONSEED MEAL.—The time is 
at hand when holders of stocks of cot- 
tonseed meal have to consider the 
competition of new crop meal, and for 
this reason there was a manifest weak- 
ness in the market last week, and 
brokers in the local market were 
offered meal $3 a ton cheaper than the 
price quoted a week before. Even this 
sharp reduction did not make the price 
cheap as compared with the price of 
other ammoniates, and there was not 
much business done. There has not 
yet been much business done for fall 
delivery, but it is said that new crop 
meal for September-October delivery 
can be contracted for lower than the 
price asked in the spot market which 
last week was $37 to $38 for 7 per cent. 
ammonia meal, f.o.b. Southeastern 
shipping points. 

BLOOD.—There was so little dried 
blood offering in this market last week 
that the market was only a nominal 
affair. The price was a little higher 
and small lots were sold as high as 
$4.60 per unit. The market at the 
present time is qa proposition for feed- 
ers only, as fertilizer mixers can 
hardly afford to pay such a price for 
blood. The Western markets are very 
firm, and there is no cheap blood of- 
fering in South America this year. The 
high price which feeders will pay 
makes it profitable to the packing 
houses to keep up the quality of their 
product, and the material is becoming 
less and less one that can be profitably 
used by fertilizer manufacturers. 

FISH SCRAP.—There has been no 
broading of this market, as producers 
are in a position which makes it im- 
possible to anticipate production ac- 
curately. Early in the season a great 
many forward orders were booked and 
fish factories have had a hard time 
filing them. The catch has not turned 
out good and stocks have not accu- 
mulated in first hands. Some produc- 
ers seem to have been quoting higher 
than they could expect to receive be- 
cause they were not anxious to book 
more business for the time being. 
There was not much done in this mar- 
ket last week and quotations were 
nominally unchanged. Brokers asked 
$4.15 and 10c. per unit for dried scrap, 
f.o.b. fish factory, and ground was 
quoted at $58 per ton, f.o.b. Baltimore. 
There was nothing doing in wet, acid- 
ulated. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—More interest 
was shown in this market last week, 
although the amount of business ac- 
tually booked was not heavy. Con- 
sumers are showing little disposition 
to anticipate their future requirements.

The general position of the market 
for tanning extracts showed consider- 
able improvement last week. There 
has been quite an increase in the 
inquiry, and while transactions were 
Still limited to the ordinary routine 
requirements of the moment, there 
was disposition to find out what pros- 
pects were for fall deliveries. Factors 
Stated that inquiries had increased 50 
per cent over a month ago. As result 
of the heavier interest there has been 
an advance in the price of a couple of 
commodities. Whether the present in- 
terest would last remained to be seen. 
There have been several similar im- 
provements in buying during the past 
year, none of which was very long 
lived. It was believed that tanneries 
could be carrying but light supplies, as 
there has been so little buying during 
recent months. Any increase in opera- 
tions would naturally result in demand 
for raw materials. Factors were in- 
clined to believe that this time the 
movement had the element of per- 
manency in it. 

Interest in gambier has become keen 
and with Singapore and plantation 
grades in light supply and good de- 
mand, prices have advanced, The 
common, naturally, benefitted by de- 
mand in mills and tanneries. Silk mills 
which have recently reopened have 
been taking some stocks. It has been 
difficult to secure gambier at primary 
points at anything that would com- 
pare with present spot prices. Very 
little has been available for shipment, 
and dealers have quoted such prices as 
to be almost prohibitive. Even when 
prices were satisfactory the high 
freight rates have done the rest. 

On the other hand, it was found 
impossible to do any business in valo- 
nia at the topnotch prices at which 
sellers held. Consequently, there has 
been some reduction in quotations, al- 
though consumers did not feel that 
they had been sufficient. 

Both yellow prussiates, soda and 
potash, have advanced during the 
week, the enhancement in values com- 
ing from the lightness cf spot stocks. 
Soda was in much better demand than 
potash, but as supplies of the former 
were possibly better than those of the 
variety, the strength was not so 
apparent. Bichromates have also ad- 
vanced fractionally, due to the coal 
strike and other inddstrial disturb- 
ances. There has been scme foreign 
business in them, and shipments to 
Europe have got to be a regular fea- 
ture of the market. Domestic demand 
has also improved, indicating a deep- 
revival of activity in tanning

ALUMINA CHLORIDE.—Aside from 
the demand from oil refineries, there is 
practically no call for this material. 
Supplies were in good volume and quo- 
tations held at 3l4c. to 4c. per pound 
for 35 per cent. Little was to be found 
on spot, but most of the oil companies 
earried stocks at their plants, while 
regular makers,also were in possession 
of supplies. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—With the re- 
opening of some mills there has been a 
little more inquiry for salts, but so far 
the volume of transactions has not 
shown much gain. Supplies were in 
volume as there has been only 
routine demand for some time past. 
Imported material was plentiful and 
the fact that it could be obtained quite 
cheaply and the quality has not been 
open to criticism from buyers, has led 
to most of the small lot business going 
to the dealers, Sixty-five per cent. 
were the only grade to be had 
and the quotation was from 25c. 
per pound.

European call for bichromates, and 
shipments have reached a modest total 
during the past couple of weeks. This, 
coupled with the increase in domestic 
inquiry and the higher prices that have 
to be paid for raw materials on account 
of the industrial situation, have re- 
sulted in the new prices for bichrom- 
ate. Producers now quoted at 10c. to 
10%c. per pound. Some resale mate- 
rial has appeared at 1014. 

POTASH PRUSSIATE. Yellow 
prussiate was firmer in tone, due to 
the absence of stocks on spot. There 
was not a great deal of demand during 
the week, and the firmness was not 
attributable to the demand, but rather 
to the fact that spot stocks were small 
and tightly held, with shipments not 
to be had at less than 3114c., c.i-f. 
Supplies abroad were small at best and 
difficult to obtain, and the present 
shipment price plus the duty brought 
spot prices to very near current levels. 
Red prussiate was scarce. Hardly any 
was to be found on spot and the best 
quotation heard was 90c. to 95c. per 
pound. Shipments were even harder 
to get than spot gocds and were ona 
par with the spot market. There has 
been a comparatively active interest in 
the red variety. 

SODA BICHROMATE. — Producers 
quoted at 7c. to 7\4c. per pound. Odd 
lots were to be had through dealers at 
7i4e. upwards when the goods could be 
obtained. There was precious little 
getting into dealers’ hands at the pres- 
ent time. The advance in prices was 
attributed to the much better demand 
and also largely to the higher cost of 
production brought about by the in- 
creasing difficulties surrounding the 
industrial situation. The export de- 
mand has improved very much, and 
sales to European countries have been 
in good’ volume and were expanding 
steadily. Little has gone to South 
America, and that consumptive ele- 
ment was generally discounted. 

SODA HYPOSULPHITE. — There 
was no change in quotations of mak- 
ers. Demand has been very good, all 
things considered, and a strong tone 
suffused the situation. Quotations were 
from $2.85 to $3.25 per 100 pounds for 
ordinary crystals. The most of that 
grade went to mills. Photographic 
uses took the bulk of the pea and 
granular that was offered. Pea was 
quoted $3.25 to $4, and granular, $3.45 
to $4.25, in barrels. 

SODA PRUSSIATE.—Yellow prus- 
siate was in better demand than during 
the previous week and with spot sup- 
plies small the market naturally re- 
acted upwards. Quotations stood 21). 
to 22c. per pound during the latter half 
of the week, with quite a number of 
fair-sized transactions at the inside. 
Spot stocks were small and not widely 
distributed. Weak sellers had _ been 
bought up by one of the largest fac- 
tors, who has been consistently taking 
all the low-priced goods off the mar- 
ket as fast as they appeared. Reports 
that 2014c, could be done lacked con- 
firmation. Firm bids to take up goods 
at that price were not honored so the 
price was attributed to someone short 
who tried to bear the situation. Ship- 
ments were around 20%c., c.i.f., with 
practically all the output of English 
makers taken up for the balance of 
the year. 

TURKEY RED OIL 
steady. There was not much trading, 
but fundamental conditions were 
sound and factors in a position to hold 
stocks. Supplies were narrowly dis- 
tributed. Quotations for 75 per cent. 
were 9l4c. to 12c. per pound, and 50 
per cent., 7¥4c. to 9c.

ALBUMEN.—Edible grades 
tinued in a very strong position. The 
spot situation has undergone little 
modification during the past few weeks 
but the absence of appreciable quanti- 
ties of really high grade goods and the 
possibilities, extremely apparent, that 
replacement costs would show an ad- 
vance of fully 25 per cent. by fall, has 
kept prices pegged at Tic. to 80c. per 
pound. Demand has been along broad 
lines, and factors stated that it threat- 
ened to become heavier than supplies 
would take care of. European markets 
were practically bare, as inquiries in 
Hamburg and London failed to locate 
goods for import here. The Chinese 
markets offered little, production 
this season was” small. Technical 
grades were rapidly withdrawing into 
the land of the nominal and quotations 
were named at 70c. to 7ic. Blood was 
unchanged at 50c. to 75c., according to 
grade. There was no inquiry for it. 

ANNATTO.—The seed was in fair 
supply and the market quiet.

INDIGO.—This was the nominalest 
of nominal markets, and prices were in 
name cnly. Supplies were held by one 
factor on spot, who named Madras at 
85c. to 90c. per pound, and Manila at 
$1.30. 

MADDER.—Dutch was quiet and the 
price steady at 28c. per pound. Sup- 
plies were adequate, but not widely 
distributed. 

MYROBALANS.—Some inquiry has 
been noted. Spot stocks onsisted 
solely of J-2, and these were quoted 
from $22 to $25 per ton. J-1 were held 
at $28 for shipment. The actual vol- 
ume of business has remained small, 
but the improvement in tanning and 
textile industries will probably be seen 
here in the course of a few weeks. 

NUTGALLS.—The spot market was 
quiet. Quotations varied according to 
the quality of galls. Chinese were 
quoted from 16c. to 17c. per pound, 
while Aleppo were 14c. to 15c. 

SAGO FLOUR.—This material has 
maintained its strong position. De- 
mand was along good lines and quota- 
tions for spot goods ranged from 3%\c. 
to 4c. per pound. 

STARCH.—There have been no 
changes in quotations of leading re- 
finers. Demand has been, steady and 
the market even showed signs cf ex- 
pansion. Quotations were as follows, 
per 100 pounds for corn starches:— 
Powdered, $2.47 to $2.75, and pearl, 
$2.57 to $2.85. Potato starches dis- 
closed no changes and were extremely 
dull. Imported was 6%c. to 7c. per 
pound, and domestic, 5c. to 6c. Wheat 
and rice were neglected, with the for- 
mer 6c. to 9c, and rice, 9c. to 12c. 

SUMAC.—Sicilian leaves have been 
in slightly better request and quota- 
tions were steady at $54 at $55 per ton. 
The shipment price was now around 
$53. 

TAPIOCA FLOUR. — This was a 
steady item and prices ranged from 
34c. to 6¢. per pound, according to 
grade. Low grade material was abund- 
ant, but the depression caused by let- 
ting a quantity lie around the market 
has been eliminated by getting the 
material into a strong position. 

VALONIA.—Prices were lower at 
$47 per ton for beards. Cups were also 
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down at $37 for 38 per cent., and $32 
for 30 per cen Demand has been 
rather better, with spot stocks 
better prices failed to hold. 


Dyewoods 


BARWOOD CHIPS.—The price was 
unchanged at 4l4c, to 5c. per pound. 
Demand has been very poor and the 
market was in a more nominal state 
than otherwise. Factors carried small 
stocks of this material, but have not 
had any demand to speak of since the 
first of the year. 

BRAZILWOOD.—Unchanged at $40 
per ton for shipment, the spot market 
remained practically bare of material. 
No interest has been shown on the 
part of extract makers, as it was 


sufficient for present requirements, 
especially as call for the extracts was 
light. 

CAMWOOD.—Grcund bark was to be 
had from one factor on spot at 18c, to 
20c. per pound, in barrels, according to 
quantity. There was no demand and 
the market has been marked by an 
absence of trading for many weeks 
past. 

FUSTIC.—Sticks were quiet. There 
had been a pretty gocd demand for this 
wood up till quite recently, but lately 
demand dropped. Spot stocks were 
small and no attempts were being 
made by importers to replenish them, 
as the difficulties of finding a ready 
market for the material have become 
increasingly difficult since extract 
makers began to act as their own im- 
porters. Practically all of the fustic 
now imported is brought in at the in- 
stigation of extract makers for their 
own consumption. The market was 
quoted at $35 to $37 per ton, Chips 
were 4c. to 5c. per pound. 

LOGWOOD.—Only the Haitian grade 
could be had in any volume. Other 
varieties no longer figured in the trad- 
ing. The quotation was from $28 to $30 
per ton for what could be picked. Spot 
stocks continued light, with extract 
dealers out of the market at the mo- 
ment. Chips were more or less nomi- 
nal at 2M%c. to 3%ec. per pound.

Tierney, representing the Fertilizer Asso- 
ciation here. 

The argument has been made that fer- 
tilizer is necessary to enable food to be 
produced; hence fuel for fertilizer plants 
must be assured. Phosphate mines in 
Tennessee have wired here they are only 
getting 20 per cent. of their coal require- 
ments from Kentucky. 

It is also being pointed out that the 
Southern freight embargo blocks fertilizer 
materials en route to the factories. Hence 
it is being urged that the embargo should 
be loosened up.
